General . Chan explained the 
present situation between Canton 
and Kwangsi and the altitude of 
Marshal Chiang 
General Wang Shuo-hung, saying 
{hat the former had. suggested 
that, ns Canton has pledged its 
allegiance to Nanking, and as the 
attitude of Genernl Wang Shao- 
hung, “still! remained uncertain, 
they should carry out the inatruc- 
tions'.of the Central Government 
to altack Kwangsi, 

It in atated that Admiral Chan 
Chak favoured these suggestions, 

It wan proposed by General 
that thé whole regisent 
under Che command of General Yu 
Non-mow be despatched to the 
northern part of the Province and 
the troops under Commanders Tai 
Kik and Ho Kuryecheuk,to be sent 
to the southern region, while, the 
West River district should he pro- 
tected by four cregiments of 
Chiang’s troopa and that: General 
Hau Kiny-tony’s troopa remain. in 
the eastern resians UL wan alao 
proposed’ that some regiments of 
Chian’s troops be send to Shiu- 
hing, Tak-hiny, Pung-ehuen and 
Samelo,, together, with a onival 
squadron for protection.
